He is a warm, friendly man 
with a natural instinct for meet- 
ing people, and this explains 
why, I think, he has become 
the best-received of all .the new 
cabinet members. It is impor- 
tant to men in public affairs that 
they possess this intangible asset 
whieh serves as a sort of con- 
ductor for currents of under- 
standing between them and the 
people. Without a warmth of 
personality, and an_ instinctive 
willingness to go forward and 
meet people, there is always a 
gulf between public men and the 
people whom they serve. Excel- 
lent examples would be former 
President Hoover and, for the 
present, Charles E. Wilson. No 
matter how many fine qualities 
they possess, or how able, they 
lack that invisible ‘‘conductor’’ 
which enables the people to feel 
a current flow between them. 
And a man who does have it, 
though he be isolated in an im- 
portant office on the distant Po- 
tomac, and though he be placed 
in an unpopular office, will some- 
how get along.

All this will be a help to 
George M. Humphrey. He will, 
of necessity, be largely inacces- 
sible. He will never be able to 
talk freely and casually, because 
his every word will be listened to 
with great attention and a heed- 
less or ill-considered remark 
could cause things to happen on 
the stock :.and money marts of 
the world. He has always thought 
for himself. He has never, for 
example, joined the NAM. In- 
stead, he has worked in the Com- 
mittee for Economic Develop- 
ment. 

His job is one which will call 
for frequent decisions. And some 
of them will be those which will 
cause great mental anguish in 
the offices of men who might be 
foolish enough to expect him to 
be a “‘class’’ man. The fields 
of interest rates, taxes, bonds, 
securities and funding of the fed- 
eral debt are highly sensitive, 
and any dust kicked up in them 
produces allergies which make 
those brought on by the lonely 
ragweed and \the tulip pollen 
seem very mild indeed. 

Men. who know him say he is 
the real conservative. They ar- 
gue that the word conservative 
has come to be improperly ap- 
plied to the tight-fisted reaction- 
ary who likely inherited wealth 
from hjs papa and is afraid to 
risk any of it himself on new en- 
terprises, and squeals because 
he is taxed that part of his in- 


ties. 

Humphrey may be politically 
conservative, but he is not, and 
never has been, a money wor- 
shiper who looks upon it as a 
- commodity to be stored up in 
vaults like silk items in a spin- 
ster’s hope chest.

* “His commodity has never 
been money—but goods,’’ say his 
friends. ‘‘He looks upon money 
as something to be used to pro- 
duce new goods, jobs and indus- 
trial expansion.”’

A Needed Chore 


Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
in his letter. to the department employ- 
ees and members of the «diplomatic 
‘service gave official notice of a situa- 
tion that plagued his predecessor in- 
creasingly during his last months in 
office. | 

The vociferous and _ irresponsible 
partisan attacks on Acheson and the 
entire department had so frightened its 
representatives as to impair efficiency 
and reliability of reports from through- 
out the world. Morale within the de- 
partment had sunk to a new low, a re- 
grettable and dangerous situation. 

In his letter, Mr. Dulles, while de- 
manding that his “associates” show 
“positive loyalty” to the policies of 
President Eisenhower and Congress, 
added that such loyalty did not call 
for “intellectual dishonesty” or dis- 
terted diplomatic reporting. 

It is reported that in recent months 
eur diplomatic representatives have 
avoided sending information to the 
State department other than the neces- 
, sary routine reports because of fear of 
* persecution for anything they might say. 
Of course, the John Carter Vincent af- 
fair climaxed the whole dreary spec- 
tacle of employees brought to book be- 
Cause of reports that appeared to have 
influenced U. S. policies abroad. 

Even his enemies do not charge Vin- 
cent with being a Communist. There is 
no doubt that his critical reports about 
Chiang Kai-shek contributed to the 
U. S. government’s lack of enthusiasm 
in supporting the Chinese leader. 

However, more and more informa- 
tion about the China affair points to the 
fact that the Communist victory there 
resulted more from Chinese rejection 
of Chiang than from.a liking for com- 
munism. All-out support of his totali- 
tarian regime would have required tre- 
mendous military and financial sup- 
port that we were unwilling to give at 
the time. | 

-"At any rate,"what has happened to 
him and others has made many of our 

diplomats’ afraid’ to report any- 
» ane Such a situation could lead to 
dangerous consequences and we are glad 
to see Mr. Dulles, moving to restore 
confidence. : 

The State department is perhaps the 
most important executive agency of the 
government in this period of world ten- 
sion. Its representatives must be able 
to speak for and to Washington about 
the course of world events. For all 
practical purposes, they present the 
viewpoint of the American people to 
foreign nations and are the spokesmen 
for its policies and culture. 

If the department needs cleaning up, 
Mr. Dulles should accomplish it forth- 
with. If it is to do its job, however, 
its members must be free of inquisitions 
and public accusations by McCarthys 
every time a dispatch is sent to Wash- 
ington.’ 

The purpose of such dispatches is to 
gain reports of conditions as seen by the 


observer and not necessarily to corrob- — 


orate wishful thinking of superiors in 
Washington. If the latter is the case, 
there is no point in maintaining diplo- 
matic representatives anywhere.

However, that s not the only rea- 
son that we welcome this distinguished 
group to Atlantas { Their coming here 
reflects the growing urbanization of the 
South and points up the need for plan- 
ning our cities, our residential areas, our 
parks and streets unless wé are to pay 
the penalities of ugliness and inade- 
quacies later. 

Prof. Hubert Owens, head of the 
Department of Landscape Architecture 
at the University of Georgia, calls our 
attention to the fact that until fairly re- 
cently acceptance and support of pro- 
fessional landscape architecture was 
neglected in the South. 

Today, however, there has been an 
awakening. Much of the credit is due 
te the university’s landscape architec- 


ture school that was established 25 


years ago and whith is now one of only 
12 in the nation that is fully accredited. 
Its graduates are serving throughout 
the nation, but particularly in the 
South. We are proud of its record. Its 
graduates are helping to build a more 
beautiful Georgia and Southland. 

We welcome. the 300-odd landscape 
architects for their first meeting in At- 
lanta. They should have come earlier.

Sample Ballots Are 
An Aid to Voting 


When the Georgia General Assem- 
bly passed the secret ballot law there 
was written into the measure a rider 
forbidding the circulation of sample 
ballots. 

Since that time the feeling has 
grown that the ban was a mistake, good 
in intent no doubt, but a deterrent to 
the workings of democracy. Surely we 
must protect the sanctity of the vote, 
but that objective can be attained with- 
out depriving citizens of a right to study 
a facsimile of the ballot which they will 
be handed when they go to the polls. 


The present Assembly has the op- 
portunity to legalize the sample bal- 
lot. In the upper chamber Sen. Ever- 
ett Millican has introduced a bill that 
would do that. 

Rep. Harold Willingham of Cobb 
County has introduced in the House a 
bill to permit the printing and posses- 
sion of facsimile ballots provided the 
words “Sample Ballot” appear con- 
spicuously at the top and bottom. 

The change is one that should be 
made. 

Keeping the electorate in the dark 
on the details and arrangements of the 
ballot is not in the best interests of gov- 
ernment. Before going to the polls vot- 
ers should have a chance to study the 
mechanics of marking the sheets and 
the wording of proposed amendments 
or referendum issues. 

When they have that chance, they 
can vote more intelligently and in much 
less time. Both results are highly de- 
sirable as more and more of our popu- 
lation exercises the right of the fran- 
chise.

Agriculture Agency 
Needed Streamlining - 


Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson’s swift moves to initiate stream- 
lining of the department is bound to be 
an uncomfortable process, not only to 
the thousands of employees affected but 
to the farmers themselves, for a time. 
However, if it brings about greater effi- 
ciency without destroying the essential 
services the end result will be good. 

Mr. Benson is, in effect, carrying 
out the recommendations of the Hoover 
Commission in regard to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Although many 
of the commission’s recommendations 
have already been put into effect in 
many other executive agencies, the 
sprawling agricultural bureaucracy had 
resisted to the end changes that P ould 
have eliminated some of the oyerlap- 
ping functions of various bureaus. 

Perhaps the only way the stream- 
lining could have come about was 
through a change in administrations. 
Political repercussions may be expected 
from changes in the soil conservation 
subsidy program and in the farm credit 
setups. 

The Farm Credit Administration, the 
Farmers Home Administration, and the 
Rural Electrification Administration 
will be under the direct supervision of 
Romeo E. Short, assistant secretary, 
who is a former vice-president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation. 
The latter organization has been critical 
of credit policies, REA, and other 
phases of the farm program. Should 
this be reflected in Mr. Short’s admin- 
istration of the agencies, there will be 
wide controversies. There is, for exam- 
ple, a feeling that the basic principle of 
REA is in danger. 

Leaving out discussions of policies, 
however, streamlining of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has long been due 
and will find no quarrel from the 
public.

Expressing agreement with 

the amendment, Eisenhower is said to have 

remarked he was not concerned with the 

limitation because he *was firmly resolved 

to leave the presidency after one term and 

retire from public life. He is quoted as say- 

ing, ‘I am quite sure I’ll be ready to retire 

then, after four years in this job.” 

This is interesting, of course, though not 
necessarily binding. Other presidents have 
felt the same way at the beginning, only 
to be persuaded by the prestige and power 
of the office to change their minds before 
expiration of their first terms. 

But the statement attributed to the new 
President takes on even more interesting 
implications in the light of remarks he- 
made recently about Governor Dewey. He 
said something to the effect that the New 
York governor’s greatest period of service 
to his country ‘“‘still lies ahead.” 

Dewey, now 50, will be only 54 four 
years hence, an age considered ripe for 
the presidency. He would be in his prime 
for the leadership President Eisenhower 
might want to pass on to other hands. 
Nothing would be more natural for Eisen- 
hower than to desire ‘to reward the man 
who, more than anyone else, is respon- 
sible for his rise to political fortune, 

There are other factors pointing strong- 
ly to a suspicion the new President may 
be thinking of Dewey as his successor in 
the White House. Dewey’s chief political 
henchman, Herbert Brownell, was named 
Attorney General in the Eisenhower cabi- 
net. Secretary of State Dulles is a Dewey 
man. Others will be entrenched through- 
out the new administration. All this is 
pure speculation, of course, but it does 
offer an interesting thesis in view of the 
reported statements made by the President 
before taking office. 3

McCarren, Walter Suffered Terribly 


In Squabble Over Immigration Law 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Pat.McCarran and 
Congressman Francis E. Walter have been 
punished heavily for their fight to enact 


an immigration law 
which put the interests 
of the United States 
ahead of all other in- 
terests. The law was 
vetoed and passed over 
the veto by a Congress 
elected to legislate .in 
the name of the Ameri- 
can people. | 
Thus, if McCarran 
and Walter have: been 
guilty of bigo and 
“racism,”’ then the en- 
tire Congress and, by logical extension, the 


' whole American people. are equally guilty. 


Principal objection to this law is not 
that it’sifts applicants for immigration and 
excludes many of them. The ‘main objec- 
tion is that it would deport about 500,000 


intruders on the Eastern Sé@aboard who 


came here without legal right and have no 
right to stay. 

This is our country. We are, so to speak, 
members ‘of- an: exclusive club primarily in- 
tended to be managed for our own welfare 
as stated in the Constitution. It was not 
organized for the benefit of foreigners. The 
national soil and treasure are our property.

The liberties created and confirmed in 
the Constitution are ours and if our people, 
through our Congress, should decide to ad- 
mit only lunatics, that would be our right. 
We can lay down whatever conditions we 
like with no apologies to anybody anywhere 
else on earth. 

Some people plainly do not understand 
this. Some people think we have a duty to 
admit anyone who wants to come here, any- 
one who is miserable where he is even 
though he be responsible for his own misery. 

I have -long held that we ought to quit 
naturalizing foreigners until further notice 
but I have been overruled by public senti- 
ment. However, that certainly is not an 
‘“‘un-American”’ opinion. It is “pro-Amert- 
can,”” 

I could cite authorities on our federal] 


‘ bench and in other respectable public posi- 


tions who have written their considered 
judgment that many naturalized citizens 


‘took out citizenship papers only so that 


they could qualify for “relief’’ or other 
material benefits. 

I hold that persons who have been grant- 
ed the precious boon of citizenship in our 
great nation should be required to remain 
in our country for at least tén years there- 
after except for.brief excursions to the old 
country in emergencies, 


Darlington Sets *| 
A Fine Example 


Amid fe rolling hills of north Georgia, 
on the outskirts of Rome, lies the 200-acre 
campus of the Darlington School. For three 
days I have been here, speaking twice a 
day to the boys, visiting in their rooms, 
eating in the dining hall, _ conan = 
vately those with spe- 3 page OY 
cial needs. My own 
son is a student here 
and I am thankful for 
what the school is mean- 
ing to him. 

The Bible says: 

“Train up a child in the 

way he should go: and 

when he is old, he will 

not depart from it” 

(Proverbs 22:6). But 

training a child is per- 

haps the most difficult job in the wala. 
Darlington is doing that job for over 300 
boys in a marvelous manner and I find 
three reasons for their success: faculty, 
control, ideal. 

Someone once said, ‘I do the impossible 
because I know how.” This school might 
say, ‘‘We train boys who to many seem 
impossible because we know how.” For 
every 15 boys there is a teacher. The 
classes are small and_the boy is treated as 
an individual. His teachers know his name, 
where he came from, what he needs. 


President of the school is Dr, C. R. Wil- 
cox, a man who has devoted his entire life 
to boys. For 42 years-he has been teach 
ing boys, 32 of those years at Darlington. 
He is a big, strong man physically. . Kind, 
smiling and approachable, he could Still 
take on any boy in the school in a boxing 
or wrestling match. 


One of his former students in another 
school was a boy by the name of Ralph 
McGill. I heard Dr. Wilcox was forced ta 
let McGill know who was boss once and I 
believe he could do it again. I would like 
to see those two tangle up, it would be 
some show. 

Headmaster is Dr. E. L. Wright, who 
has been teaching boys for 36 years, with 
two years out during the First World War 
as a lieutenant in the Marines. Dr. Wright 
believes in scholarship, and when a boy 


falls down on any subject he meets the 


headmaster in a special study hall. There 
he is taught how to study. 

In charge of dormitories is Dr. R. M. 
Yankee, who has been here for 27 years, 
I asked one boy how Mr. Yankee handled 
a discipline problem. The boy replied, ‘He 
doesn’t have any.’”* Coming to know him I 
can easily understand: Quiet in manner, - 
there is something about him which de 
mands respect, and he gets it.

Can You Prove 


Car Ownership? 


Can you prove that you own your autos - 
mobile? Sure, I know, you have that 
certificate of registration which gives li- 
cense number and engine number and so 
on. I have mine right here beside me. But 
suppose I lose it, what’s to keep the finder 
from copying the data and applying for a 
tag for the same car? He would get it 
and with it a certificate just like mine, 
Then what do I fall back on for conclue 
sive proof of ownership? Bi aac . 
The certificate of regis- 
tration is not enough. 

It’s just what it says— 
proof that you have reg- 
istered with the state a 
car which you say is 
yours. You have no cer- 
tificate of title, no deed, 
no formal proof. That 


‘is, you don’t if you are 


a Georgia owner, for 
our state has no title : 
law. I think we need one. So do those 
who loan money on automobiles. When a 
man comes: to borrow, they have no proof 
of ownership save the registration certifi- 
cate and only his word that there is no 
prior lien. When a certificate of title is 
required, the, finance company holds it 
until the loan is paid. 

The used car dealers say we need a title 
law. They have to watch like everything 
to keep from having a stolene car or a 
mortgaged vehicle unloaded on them. But 
they are protected by insurance. What 
worries them is to see the public victimized 
by auto thieves and fly-by-night used car 
vendors. 

The law enforcement officers want @ 
title law. They say it would discourage 
theft and lead more quickly to recovery 
of those cars stolen. They say discourag- 
ing car thefts would cut down on crime 
because the automobile has become a major 
accessory to crime. 

Who is it then who does not want @ 
title law? 

The thieves of course, the lien jumpers 
and the quick change-over dealers who 
profit from our laxity about titles. 

Some new car dealers oppose an effec 
tice title law. They don’t always say we 
don’t need the law, but they say one would 
be too much bother. It would cause too 
much paper work. Having lived under a 
certificate of title roof, I say they are howl 
ing before they have been hurt. The in- 
convenience they may experience would 
be more than offset by the gain. 

There was a time 15 years ago when 
$3,000 to $4,000 would buy a house. But no 
home buyer would sign without having a 
lawyer check the title. A 1953 automobile 
costs what a five-room house did in 1940, 
yet with the car we have only a simple 
registration ‘certificate and a bill of sale, 
each easily forged, as proof of ownership,

“Our membership varies from 
bankers to bus boys,”’ Rosen- 
dahl declares. ‘‘School teachers, 
business women, barbers, busi- 
ness executives, retired armed 
forces personnel and s@a_  cap- 
tains are members. Every major 
bank in Atlanta is represented.” 

Certain pages of history 
couldn’t have been written with-. 
out the use of coins as refer- 
ences, according to Rosendahl. 
*“‘There wasn’t much but eoins 
left from the Dark Ages,” “he 
points out, 

In his collection. of some 16,- 
000 coins, fhe club president has 
several dating back to 500 years 
B.C. 

Rosendahl believes one of the 
collections in Atlanta—that of G. 
X. Barker, vice-president of In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers—ranks with ‘‘the 
finest in the country.’’ 

12,000 IN COLLECTION 

He estimated Barker’s collec- 
tion at 12,000, ineluding more 
’ than 2,000 dollar-size coins of 


the world, and termed it the’ 


most valuable in Atlanta. 
Rosendahl points out that the 
average person often wrongly as- 
sumes that a coin is valuable 
merely because of its age. An- 
other wrong assumption-is that 
all Indian-head pennies are worth 
more thansface value. 
Condition, plus supply and de- 
mand, are the important factors 


in value; age often means noth- | 


ing, as any coin fancier will tell 
you. 

Since the general public is 
more interested in what coins 
will bring from a dealer than in 
what a collector may pay, Rosen- 
dahl quotes average prices paid

An Army general's plane flew 
a mercy flight from Atlanta to 
Columbus in 35. minutes Sunday 
in efforts to save the life of a 
private’s five-day-old premature 
baby, suffering from a rare in- 
testinal condition. 

Michael Franklin Massengale, 
newborn son of Pfc. and Mrs. 
Frank Massengale, Hapeville, 
had to be transferred to the Ft. 
Benning hospital when surgical 
treatment required was not avail- 
able at the Third Army Hospital 
at Ft. McPherson. 

The hospital at the Columbus 
site offers additional equipment 
and a surgeon who is skilled in 
such work. 

When transportation problems 
arose, Gen. Alexander R. Bolling, 
commanding general of the Third 

.Army, offered his plane for the 
flight. Flight plans complete, a 
call went out to a crew to stand 
by for emergency flight. 

An Army ambulance carrying 
the baby, enclosed in an incuba- 
tor due to its premature birth, 
drew alongside the waiting plane 


and in a few minutes the trans-. 


fer was made. 

Every detail was worked out to 
provide the maximum in com- 
fort and speed.
